On  taking-  up  my  duties  as  surveyor  in  London  some  eleven  years 
since,  it  occurred  to  me  that  a  list  of  the  Dry  Docks  on  the  Thames, 
with  particulars  as  to  their  whereabouts  and  the  best  means  of  getting 
to  them,  would  be  very  useful  to  me.  I  therefore  availed  myself  of 
opportunities  to  collect  this  information,  to  which  I  added  from  time 
to  time  particulars  as  to  the  dimensions  of  the  docks.  After  a  few  years 
the  list  became  so  useful  that  I  was  led  to  the  idea  of  publishing  it  for 
the  benefit  of  others,  who  like  myself  were  interested  in  the  Dry  Docks 
on  the  Thames. 

I  have  endeavoured  to  obtain  the  dimensions  of  the  Docks  as 
accurately  as  possible,  particularly  as  regards  the  depth  of  sill  below 
T.H.W.  This  has  necessitated  a  considerable  amount  of  trouble ;  which, 
however,  has  been  very  much  lessened  by  the  kind  assistance  which  I 
have  received  from  the  Proprietors  of  the  Docks.
